I said that she did not feel - the DuBois Clubs should 
be rejected for leftist leanings since most people involved in tne 
Civil Rights Movement leaned a little left, certainly no 
ultra-rightists belonged and she remarked "Are yo u going to 
throw me out, now— for being sbcialistz-minded?" I I 
laughed an d the conversation soon terminated when she and 
I I agreed they would meet at Siloam in the near future 
and would probably be working together on Operation Shutdown 
shortly.

"On November 11, 196k, JACOB GREEN, Chairman of the Communist 
Party (CP) of Maryland,, telephoned GEORGE MEYERS, CP 
District Chairman, at about 1:50 p.m. The two made 
arrangements to meet at MEYERS 1 home. 

At about 2:30 p.m., GREEN arrived at 1002 Beaumont 
Avenue, Baltimore, Maryland, MEYERS 1 residence. 

GREEN handed MEYERS $15 which was to be used for expenses 
in connection with MEYERS 1 trip to the South. 

MEYERS had a map on the dining room table, which contained 
Kentucky and ¥est Virginia. 

MEYERS pointed to the map and said that he was trying to 
see what the best route might be in connection with a 
drive to Louisville, Kentucky. He said that it appeared 
as if his best route would be through West Virginia. 

MEYERS then said that he would be leaving soon and would 
be back Monday. He said he expected to see a man in 
Louisville with whom he had been corresponding for some 
time. MEYERS said he might miss the individual on this 
trip since there was a chance that the man was up in 
New York. 

MEYERS said that this would be his first visit to 
and he didn't know what to expect since the "National 
Guardian" representatives had "screwed up Kentucky". 

MEYERS said that at one time he felt that a CP club 
could have been set up* in Kentucky and that there 
had been a chance of five men forming a club which would 
have been a good Party setup. MEYERS then said that 
since the "National Guardian" representatives' visit, it 
appeared that only two persons or one person would be 
willing to be in the CP club. 

MEYERS then indicated that he would stop off in Roanoke, 
Virginia, and possibly some place in West Virginia, but 
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added that the stop would have to be short since he did 
not have much time. 

MEYERS stated that in New York there would be a National 
Board meeting very soon which would be followed by a 
National Executive Committee meeting, MEYERS said he 
would be in New York November 18-22, 1964., and be back 
in Baltimore by November 23, 1964.

ReBulet 11/18/64 which advised of a forthcoming 
national conference of top Negro leaders scheduled to take 
place in Washington, D. C, during January, 1965.

Consideration was to be given to the 
designation of certain informants who might be able to attend as 
Party members so that the necessary coverage might be effected* 
concerning Party attempts at influencing the conference. 

NYairtel 1/11/65, copies only to WFO, "Cominfil, 
Negro-American Labor Council, IS - C," forwarded a letterhead 
memorandum which reported on 1/10/65 meeting of the National 
Board, Negro-American Labor Council (NALC) . It was decided 
that that organization's "State of the Race" conference ^ 
originally scheduled for Washington, D. C, will now be held 
in New York City at the Riverside Church, 1/30-31/65, According 
to the Bureau *s source, the CPUSA will not be invited or allowed 
to attend the conference. 

Notwithstanding the reported efforts on the part of the 
HALC to keep Party people away from its conference, we must 
be alert to any Party efforts to have its people at the conference 
and in any way attempt to influence it.

Jesse Gray and Welfare Commissioner Dumpson conferred 
for about 30 minutes. The picketing demonstration at 250 
Church Street, was discontinued at 3:30 p.m. On leaving 
the premises, Jesse Gray made the statement that he had 
discussed with Welfare Commissioner Dumpson, slum and 
unlivable housing conditions in Harlem, New York City, and 
the need for better welfare services. He said also that he 
supported the striking welfare workers.

The 1/12/65 issue of "The Washington Post and 
Times Herald 11 contained an article concerning a group of 
21 lawyers who plan to assist the Mississippi Freedom 
Democratic Party in unseating the present congressmen 
elected from Mississippi* The project, which is referred 
to as: deposition Caravan," will involve the taking of 
depositions from Negro citizens who have been excluded 
from voting.

The New York "Herald Tribune",- -January 27, 1965, 
page 10, reported that the legal battle between lawyers for Milton 
Galaraison of the CWCIS and the Co rporata Counsel of the City 
of New York, in the United States District Court, Eastern 
District of New York, resulted in a "reserved decision" .
